A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Imai et al. reference was discussed along with proposals to the 
claims. It was agreed that the styrene-butadiene block copolymers set forth in the present claims were not taught or 
suggested by the reference. It was also agreed that the applicant would present arguments and/or case law that the 
EPDM components of Composition VIII and the polymers of column 12, lines 19-21 are directed to different 
component. It was agreed that Example 30 falls within composition VIII, and that the examiner's previous modification 
of composition VIII was based on composition I, which combination applicants believe was improper . 
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
